It 
is the task of the troop captain to

Through the Laura Spelluian Rock- 


erfeller Memorial, courses In girl 
scouting ha\e been'gaeu during the 
last year iu fifty-six colleges and in- 
stitutions, of liighor learning, repre- 
jsentins twenty-three states. In 1923 
and 1924, a qrand total of 3,953 
young college women have taken 
these national courses In girl scout- 
ing leadership. In addition to these., 
eicht national training schools are 
conducted during the summer. These 
schools are out-door uni\ersiUes. The 
students loim patrols, and live the 
regular life of the girl scouts, while 
going to classes and demonstrations. 
Local councils also conduct training 
courses for their own leaders. 


A seven room house in Washing- 


ton, 
i>. C., has been given to the Girl 


Scouts by the General Federation ol 
Women's Clubs. It was built by them 
nt, a. pait of the Better Homes Move- 
ment, for the Demonstration Week in 
1320. The building has been moved 
to a permanent site at the corner of 
2sc» York aveuue and Eighteenth 
stieet, Northwest. This is near the 
Corcoran Art Gallery, the Red Cross 
and the Children's and Woman's Bu- 
icaus. 


The design of the house is a mod- 


ern adaptation of the boyhood home 
of John Howard Payne, the author of 
"Home, .Sweet Home." It has on the 
flrst floor a living room, a dining 
room and a marvelous kitchen. Three 
bedrooms and a nursery are on the 
second floor. The grounds are pleas- 
ant, -with space for small vegetable 
and flower gardens.

SALADS FOR WINTER TIME 


There Is no time In the year when 


succulent salads are more needed than 


In the winter when green 
vegetables are scarce or 
too expensive for ordi- 
nary dally fare. 


Lettuce and cabbage 


are always to be bought 
and one may have quite 
a 
variety 
with 
these 


vegetables as a base. 


Green pepper is an- 


other vegetable In the 
markets during the win- 


ter and not expensive when used In 
•mall quantities. 


Celery, Apple and Green Pepper 


Salad.—Cut three stalks of celery Into 
one-balf-lnch pieces, one pepper into 
shreds after removing the veins and 
seeds. Pare and cut Into cubes two 
apples, mix well with one-half cupful 
of mayonnaise dressing and serve on 
lettuce leaves. 


French Potato Salad.—Take fo«r 


cnpfuls of diced, cold boiled potatoes, 
mix with three stalks of celery diced, 
three tablespoonfuls of chopped onion, 
one-fourth cupful of vinegar, two tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, one-eighth teaspoon* 
fnl of pepper; allow to stand fifteen 
minute*. Heat one-half pint of cream 
and two tablespoonfuls of butter, until 
the butter Is melted, then pour over 
the potatoes, stirring with a fork so 
that the potatoes will not be crushed. 
Serve cold. 


Fruit and Vegetable Salad.—Chop 


one-half pound of cabbage, two apples, 
and add two tablespoonfula of raisins. 
Dree* with a salad dressing prepared 
by mashing two bananas very smooth 


( and miring with one-half cupful of 
orange Juice. 1'onr over the salad 
served on lettuce leaves. 


Another fruit and vegetable combina- 


tion well liked Is chopped cabbage 
and a few slices of finely minced pine- 
apple, with a well-seasoned boiled 
dressing. 


Dried peaches soaked over night, 


served tilled with chopped almonds 
on lettuce with mayonnaise; stewed 
prunes, stoned, sprinkled with chopped

WASHINGTON CELEBRATIONS. 
New York was the flrst city to cel- 


ebrate the birthday of Washington. 
On February 22. 1TS3, a number of 
prominent men of the Metropolis met 
in a down town tavern and held a 
banquet, drinking many toasu lo the 
father of the new nation. 


It was decided that the feast should 


be of annual recurrence and the fol- 
lowing year many other cities fol- 
lowed \cw York's example. 
In the 


early part of the nineteenth century 
following Washington's death, the 
holiday became almost universal. 


Odd customs of celebrating were 


originated la many communities. In 
Wilmington. Del., for example, the 
local butchers always placed on dis- 
play big and gaudily decorated car- 
ca«e» of bwf. Perhaps the most 
general and elaborate celebration of 
the day wa-i in 1S32. the centennial 
of Washington's birth.
